The County Cork Murders. 

A series of dreadful crimes is reported 
from County Cork. Three Protestants, 
good and quiet citizens, were murdered 
on Wednesday night at Dunmanway, and 
to-day we have news of five further 
murders in the districts of Enniskean and 
Clonakilty, One of the victims is said 
to be either the Reverend Richard 
Harbord, B.D., Incumbent of Murragh, 
or his son. Our reports are vague, but 
here again it appears that ell the 
murdered men and youths were Pro- 
testants. lf the outrages on Roman 
Catholics. in Belfast are to be countered 
by similar outrages on Protestants in the 
South, the outlook will be truly dark. 
We know that Roman Catholic opinion 
in Southern Ireland will condemn any 
such campaign of reprisals with the most 
earnest vehemence. In Dail Eireann yes 
terday the members of both parties were 
unanimous in their denunciation of this 
cowardly taking of innocent life. Southern 
Protestants will welcome the. statement 
which was issued last night by the Cabinet 
of. Dail Eireann, and will be grateful for 
its prompt action in the matter, Mr. 
Grifith and his colleagues regard the 
County Cork murders with abhorrence.

English Postal Rates. 


Oí the countless rumours in regard to 
Sir Robert Horne's first Budget only one 
seems to be really well foutided. British 
postal rates are about to be reduced. For 
some months past a lively controversy has 
been in progress between Mr. Kellaway 
and the Treasury concerning an estimated 
surplus of nearly £10,000,000 on the work- 
mg of the Post Office. The Postmaster- 
General, who has had: the support of 
several Cabinet Ministers, has been in- 
sisting that this surplua shall be used 
towards the reduction of his department's 
charges, while the Treasury, which also 
has had some support in the Cabinet, has 
been strongly opposed to any change that 
is likely to diminish its revenue, Now, 
apparently, a compromise has been 
reached, but Mr. Kellaway, undoubtedly, 
has the better of it. The Cabinet proposes 
to deduct from the Post Office surplus 
some £5,500,000, which is the estimated 
value of the services that have been 
rendered by the Post Office to other 
Government departments, and to leave him 
between £6,000,000 and £6,500,000 with 
which to reduce his rates. 
whole £10,000,000 at 
could have reduced letter postage from 
twopence to three-halfpence, the rates for 
postcards from three-halfpence to a penny, 
and that on printed matter fram a penny 
to a halfpenny. F ermore, he could 
have restored Sunday collections and given 
telephone subscribers some relief. As 
uiatters stand some reductions are certain, 
but their extent cannot be predicted. 
Any relief, however, will be better than 
nothing, and the whole nation will welcome 
the advent of cheaper letters. Moreover, 
we believe that in the long run the Trea- 
sury will profit by the change; for lowér 
rates will mean more correspondence and 
a bigger turnover in the Post Office.

At the Old Bailey, London, yesierday, 


Henry Jacoby (18), pantry boy, was found 
guilty of the murder of Lady’ White by 
striking her with a hammer, and sentenced 


to death. : 

In the later stages of the case the 
prisoner, giving evidence, said that on 
March 13 he had been queer all day long. 
Getting up af 1.20 in the morning, he 
heard voices like two men speaking 


together. | 

He and the night porter, who was armed with 
a poker, searched the basement ‘for possible 
burglars. They found nothing, but the witness, 
after returning to his room, not being’ satisfied, 
decided to have another look round. As the 
night porter had carried a roker, he armed 
himself with a hammer and went upstairs where 
the voices seemed to come from. 

Lady White's door was partiy open, and he 
thought a sound came from inside. . Rushing in, 
he saw a form and hit.out. He did not know 
it was Lady White, and did not strike intend- 
ing to kill anybody, Flashing his terch, he saw 
a hu in bed, and, terrified, rushed downstajrs. 
When the police questioned him next day, he 
was frightened, and said all sorte of things. 
He denied telling a policeman he went to Lady 
White’s room for money. ' 

The Judge recalled Inspector Cornish, who 
said that one bed hat to be passed before Lady 
White's bed was reached. 

The Jury retired, and after an absence of 
forty mimutes, returned into Court for advice 
on the point whether they would be justified in 
returning a verdich of manslaughter, being 
agreed that the prisoner went into the room for 
robbery, but without intending to murder. 

The Judge pointed out that if the prisoner 
atruck, intending only grievous bodily harm, as 
Lady White had died, he would be guilty of 
murder. 

After a brief conéultation, the Jury returned 
a verdict of murder, strongly recommendin 
mercy on account of the prisoner’s youth, a 
the tact that they did not believe he entered 
the room intending to kill. 

Asked if he had anything to say, Jacoby 
said in a foud, clear voice—‘‘Nothing at all, 
sir.” 

The Judge then passed sentence of death, 
saying that he agreed with the verdict. He 
intimated that he would forward the recommen- 
dation to mercy to the Home Secretary,

“ All here are agreed that it is impossible to 
make any further conve until vitel clauses of 
the nt are tu led by you. Cónsider your 
attitude with regard to prisoners most unsatis- 
factory, and entirely out of accord with letter 
and epirit of ement. Your failure. to 
agree to investigation of cases under Clause 5 
mést unreasonable.” 

H will be observed that I have raised two 
main issues in this wire—namely :— 

fa) Release of prisoners, and 

(b) Failure to agree to investigation under 
Clause 5. : 

In your reply you carefully avoid these 
issues, and I must insist that it. is no answer to 
these assertions to give a long list of vague and 
indefinite charges, backed up with a few dates 
and little evidence of any kind. You com- 
mence your letter by stating that your Govern- 
ment has cunscientiously endeavoured to carry 
out the spirit and the latter of the Agreement. 
How can you maintain this assertion with re- 
gard to the point I make in my wire? 

Clause 10 of the Pact states that “The two 
Governments shall, in cases agreed upon be. 
tween the signatories, arrange for the release 
of politeal prieoners in prison for offénces before 
the date hereof.” «In pursuance of this clause 
I have caused the release’ of the Specials ar- 
rested at Clones, and furnished you, sowie weeks 
ayo, with a list of 170 persons, detamed by your 
Government for purely political causies.

A NEW HOLY CHILD.

| LONDON, Friday. 
The Royal Academy Exhibition this year 
may be taken as one that is neither very 
good nor very bad. There are many fine 
pictures—ang@ there are others. Few stand 
out as being more attractive than the 
ordinary, and several artists famous for 
subject pictures send only portraits this 


year. 

Religious subjects are in favour again, 
while costume pictures of by-gone days 
are comparatively few. The new move- 
ment seems to have been centred in Room 
No. 11; for it is there that its exponents 
have a notable display. 

The Hanging Committee this year have fol- 
lowed again the idea of last year, and com- 
paratively few pictures are shown in the 
Galleries. None are skied, and in several places 
there is only one to attract attention. There 
are, nevertheless, nearly fifteen hundred works 
of art on view in the Galleries, including oil 
paintings, watercolours, miniatures, and 
sculptures. Problem pictures, like problem 
plays, seem to have had their day, and there 
are only one or two attempts at puzaling the 
gazer. 

It seems that the pictures of the year will 
be two of tlie same subject--Lady Rocksavage ; 
for both Mr. Sargent and Mr. Sims have 
painted portraits which will certainly attract 
more attention than any others. ) 

Mr. Sargent's Lady Rocksavage is a very 
beautiful great lady, robed in black, standing 
and looking straight out of the picture. In her 
extended right hand she holds a purple cyclamen 
blossom. Round her neck isa triple Medici 
collar, with shades of purple. It is an arrest- 
ing picture, suggesting remoteness, and almost 
extreme dignity. 

The other picture—by Mr. Sims—depicts a 
girlish-looking mother, clad in a modern even- 
ing gown of tinsel and faint colours.

HEADS OF CHURCHES 
REPLY . 


TO ROMAN CATHOLIC 
BISHOPS. 


The following statement has been issued by 
the heads of the Protestant Churches in the 
Northern Ireland Area :— 

The Lord Primate, the Bishop of Down and 
Gonnor and Dromore, the Moderator of. the 
General Assembly (Right Rev. Dr. Lowe), and 
the President of the Methodist Conference (Rev. 
W. H. Smyth) have been shocked by the 
terms of a statement issued recently by the 
Bishops of the Roman Catholic Church, from 
Maynooth, teferring to the state of affairs in 
North-East Ulster.

Lectures in first aid, home nursing, 
and infant welfare had been~ given to the 
patients at Peamount Sanatorium under the 
auspices of the Department of Agriculture, and 
grants in aid were given by that body. During 
the, winter enterlamments were provided for 
the children, 

Miss Hackett presented the report of the 
Central Committee; which gave detailed ac- 
count of the patients and their families who 
had been at one time or another in one of the 
sanatoriums. ;

Only 12 rer 
cent. were received in time; not less than 60 per 
eent. of the patiente were found to be in an 
advanced stage, and the balance were in a& 
very advanced stage and not ig a patients for 
a sanatorium, but for special institutions for 
such cases, Ip 10 per cout. of the cases dealt 
with the disease was cured, in 20 per cent. there 
was improvement, and in another 20 per cent 
further improvement.

He went to Blackrock College at an 
early age, to undergo the usual ordeals of an 
Intermediate education, and, after having left 
school, was apprenticed to a firm of salicitors. 

In due course he became a solicitor himself, 
and lost no time in securing a lucrative practice. 
But he was not satisfied with the limitations of 
an attorney's career. He wanted to go to the 
Bar, and Lord Justice O’Connor is one of those 
fortunate persons who generally get what they 
want without much difficulty. Bo he 
was called to the Irish ron in sag wee 
he 28 years of age. ere .again fortune

“record,” as the great majority of barristers 
do not take silk for many years; but I believe 
that in two other cases Lord Justice O'Connor s 
féat has been equalled. 

His career as a senior was just as successful 
as it had n as a junior. He led in many 
important dses, mostly on the common law 
side. His %eputation at the Irish Bar grew 
rapidly, and when, in 1914, the post of Solicitor- 
General for Ireland fell vacant, his appoint- 
ment met with general approval. 

Pronicotion again was soon within his grasp. 
In 1917 he became Attorney-General, and his 
early translation to the Bench ame a cer- 
tainty. Im his capacity as Attorney-General he 
advised the Government strongly — a 
scription for Ireland, and tendered his resigna- 
tion on thie point. As & way out of the difli- 
culty he was appointed a Chancery judge on the 
eve of the introduction of the Conscription Bill. 

A few months later he was given the vacancy 
which wae created in the Court of Appeal by 
the appointment of Lord Justice Molony to the 
Chief Justiceship. Lord Justice O'Connor, 
therefore, attained his high rank when he was 
only forty-six years of age, at a time when most 
barristers are only beginning to reap the 
fruits of their early labours, and contemplating 
the purchase of their first motorcar. During the 
comparatively short ‘period of his office he has 
won fame es an excellent judge, whose inter- 
pretation of the law is as sound as it is liberal, 
and. whose judgmente are models of industry 
and care. In the course of a busy career he 
has managed to find time to write legal text 
books, which are accepted as accurate guides te 
the subjects with which they are concerned. 

He is eminently well fitted for his present 
task as Chairman of the Railways Commission, 
and his appointment does credit to the good 
sense of the Provisional Government. rd 
Justice O'Connor already hes acted as Chair- 
man of a similar Commission in regard to coal. 
while he also has had some experience as an 
arbitrator in private trade disputes. His 
awards invariably have been respected, for they 
have been admirably fair. He has the right 
kind of mind for such taske—deteched and yet 
extremely active, impartial but very positive 
in ite conclusions. o Commission over which 
Lord Justice O’Connor presides will be allowed 
to waste much time. is exceedingly quick 
“ off the mark” in everything a he wee 
takes, ‘grasps his facts in a twinkling, we 
them with the utmost care, and gives his inlet 
ment without doubt or hesitation. 

Unlike many men who have won prefer 
ment st the Irish Ber, Lord Justice O'Connor 
is both a Roman Catholic and a Nationalist.

“The colt was trained at Curragh View, on 
the Kildare side of the Curragh, by the late Pat 
Connolly, and excepting the owner, trainer, and 
one or two others, few were aware of the ¢- 
cellence of Bendigo. There was no onus on the 
trainer to publish to the world what he knew 
of the merits of the son of Ben Battle, and he 
conceived the idea of  buyi the colt himself, 
for; as he shrewdly eurmised, there would not 
be a great deal of competition for him. At 
that: time news did. not travel as rapidly as it 
does nowadays, for “touts” were not so active 
as they are in the twentieth century, and cus- 
tom ordained that 'a “tout” fonnd watching a 
rivate trial should submit to treatment more 
orcible. than polite. As the “tout’’ knew what 
was in store for him his activities were re- 
strained—he was not over-zealous in trespassing 
on private preserves. 

But rough and ready methods have long since 
been discarded, and in come cases it has not 
been unknown for a trainer to send to the 
newepapers publishing training reports daily 
accounts of the work done by his own horses— 
in such case the trainer played. *‘ tout’ on 
himself. The old-time gonetation of trainérs 
were less liberal-minded than their successors of 


REMARKABLE horse in the ‘eighties of 
A the last century wae Bendigo, a band- 


may tell a story of the 
G.. W. Lashington, who trained 
at the Curragh until he died a few years ago. 
His charges at different times included two 
steeplechasers the property of his late Majesty 
King Edward VII. There was a patron of 
Go Tarla stable who was a little .choleric 
whenever he missed the name of his horse from 
among the lot reported as “ doing work” on 
the heath. He used to pester his trainer with 
telegrams and letters inquiring why his horse 
had ‘not done a gallop like others in the stable. 
Lushington was “‘ moidered.” with this par- 
ticular ‘ patron,’’ and he devised a plan to 
silence him. It was to ask one of the men who 
furnished reports of gallops and exercise work 
to the newspapers, no matter whether he saw 
“ Mr, Testy's” horse (call him Hallucination) 
out or not, to report that Hallucination did 
seven furlongs briskly. one day, a steady five 
furlongs another, and an easy mile the next, 
and so on. The changes were rung on the 
“work”. (sic) of the valuable Hallucination, 
No harm was done to anybody; “ Mr. Testy ” 
was well pleased, Mr. Lushington was no longer 
troubled with peevish inquiries from his patron, 
and the stotm in the teacup made by “ 
Testy ” subsided. 


THE SALE. 


But this is an aside. Bendigo was not 
“ cracked up ” as a smasher, and there was no 
reason to suppose that he would make a big 

rice. At the time when he was to be sold 
sat Connolly was worried about Barcaldine, 
and he had to make frequent visits to England, 
where his presence. was required by the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club, to whom, very 
properly, he gave every assistance in their in- 
vestigation of the mystery Se the 
great son of Solon.

The sale duly took place, and Bendigo was 
sold for 70 guineas. On Connolly's return from 
England he saw his favourite in his old stable, 
and wes delighted, for he thought, and he bad 
good reason for so thinking, that he was half- 
owner, at a cost of 35.guineas, of a first-class 
racehorse. But matters developed, and in due 
season he was disillusioned. 

Mr. Lewison came over to the Curragh to buy 
the best horse that he could for Mr. Hedworth 
Barclay. Captain Joy, then prominent im Ir 
and English racing circles, accompanied Mr. 
Lewison. Connolly met the two gentemen, 
Captain Joy he knew well. They explained 
their mission, and asked if there was any horse 
worth seeing at Ourragh View. The captam 
and his companion were given to understand 
that only one was for sale, but they could, 
with pleasure, see all the horses in training. 
They were further informed that the one for 
sale was a colt called Bendigo. Captain Joy 
liked him very well, and. asked his price. 
“ £1,000, and a contingency of £200 out of the 
first race he wins,” said Connolly, who, how- 
ever, added—*‘ I have only a half share in the 
colt, and I do not know if my partner would 
be agreeable to sell his share, though I think 
he would.” Captain. Joy asked the name of 
the “ other partner”; he was told, and said 
that he knew him intimately, and that 
Connolly could take it from him that the sale 
could be arranged there and then. 


BANKED BUT NOT DIVIDED. 


In due course the “other partner was con- 
sulted, and agreed to the sale. The £1,000 was 
banked, but not divided. The same year that 
Bendigo left Curragh View he won the English 
Cambridgeshire, and Mr. Hedworth Barclay 
promptly sent a cheque for £200, which was 
““ the contingency ” out of the coit s first success, 
with three other cheques of £2% each—one for 
Pat Connolly, one for his partner, and the other 
for the father of Pat Connolly. This extra pay- 
ment was a token of thanks for the manner in 
which Mr. Barelay’s agents had been so kindly 
met and accommodated when they visited Cur- 
ragh View. 

he £1,200 having been banked, Pat Connolly 
suggested a division of the spoils with his 
er, but he was promptly told that he never 
fad a share in Bendigo, and thet, in fact. his 
brothers and the party already referred to as 
“the other partner ” were bis owners! All 
connected with the horse have long since gone 
to their reward. Connolly got none of the pro- 
ceeds. : 

Bendigo was a great horse. He never ran in 
Ireland, but in five seasons in England he 
secured in stakee £20,104, and the races he won 
included the Cambridgeshire, the Lincolnshire 
Handicap, the Hardwicke Stakes, the Cham- 
pion Stakes, the Ecli Stakes of £10,000, and 
the Kempton Jubi Stakes, carrying 9-7. 
Thrice he was second for the Cambndgeshire 
carrying on the different occasions 8-2, 9-8, and 
9.13. while for the Cesarewitch he was second 
in 23 stayters, failing by a narrow margin to 
earry his burden of 97 to victory against 
the wifner’s 7-6. i 

Mr. Barclay always staunchly maintained that 
Bendigo should have won the Cambridgeshire 
not once, but four times, and he considered the 
horse the victim of very bad luck nos to have 


done eo. 

Not a single son of ony * was a eucceas at 
the stud, a circumstance that is difficult of 
explanation. There be those who say that 
two-year-old racing is injurious to a horse who 
is intended for the stud; but Bendigo, of whose 

be no question, never raced at 

and was all but a complete failure 
at. the stud. Some of his danghters fared 
well. One notability among them: was Black 
Cherry, who, when the ty of 
Wavertree (then, Mr. W. Hall Walker) at the 
Tully (now thé National) Stud in County Kil- 
dare, bred a number of winners, among them 
being Cherry Lass, winner of the English Oaks, 
etc., and Jean’s Folly, an unbeaten two-year- 
old in thia country, and dam of several winners, 
including Night Hawk, winner of the English 
Bt. , etc.

There ia talk also of one 
of the Northern. oluba being asked to “ come 
to the rescue. "' 

It is possible that the Open may be allowed 
to go by the board this year.
